7:00pm - Call to Order

7:05pm - Town Manager’s Report 

Police Study 

Melissa Arrighi, Town Manager, began her report by saying they went to the Fall 2015 Town 
Meeting for a $40,000 appropriation to complete a Police Study that would allow us to hire a 
consultant to help understand a variety of variables that influence our Police Officers’ 
attitudes, coping capacity and physical/emotional/psychological health. Following the 
passage of this Town Meeting Article, the Town met with Police Consulting Psychologist 
Leo Polizoti in early winter 2015 to discuss our goals for this study and to brainstorm about 
the best method to approach this study. After the initial meeting we put the study aside to 
work on other Town Meeting initiatives but kept it on our to-do list. After receiving a letter 
from the Plymouth Police Brotherhood and Superior Officers we decided to revisit the study 
and put it out for bid in early 2017 and go to Spring 2017 Town Meeting if necessary. Ms. 
Arrighi then went over the goals for the study. 

UMass Boston Archeological Investigation 

Ms. Arrighi told the Board that we have received correspondence from Dr. David Landon of 
the Fisk Center for Archaeological Research indicating that they have recovered the first 
evidence of the 17 th Century Plymouth Colony Settlement in Downtown Plymouth. I have 
attached his letter that describes the field schools in Plymouth over the past four years, most 
importantly, their excavation last summer along School Street on Burial Hill, which 
uncovered the first intact section of the original 17 th Century Settlement. 
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Ceremonial Meeting on November 22, 2016 

Melissa Arrighi wanted to thank all of the participants of the ceremonial event in order of 
their appearance. Webelo Den 8, Cub Scout Pack 47, Emma DeCola for her beautiful 
rendition of the National Anthem, Pastor Paul Jehle of the New Testament Church for his 
opening prayer, our delegation including Congressman Keating, Senator deMacedo, and 
Representative Muratore, Dr. Kathy Babini and her students from Cold Spring Elementary, 
the students from PCIS for their Thanksgiving Poem, Bill and Kathy Rudder from Plimoth 
Plantation for their reflections from “William and Alice Bradford”, Dr. Donna Curtin for her 
history lesson and story regarding legal actions in the 1749 Court House. And Laura Francis 
for her beautiful “God Bless America” 

North Sagamore Water District 

Ms. Arrighi said we have received a letter from the Board of Water Commissioners 
representing the North Sagamore Water District. They are requesting that the Town of 
Plymouth consider and emergency interconnection between their water district and out water 
division. They would like to make this connection of the two water systems at the town line n 
State Road. Although DEP encourages such connections, we believe that it is not in the best 
interest of our community at this time, but may be something we would consider in the 
future. 

Recreational Marijuana 

As you know, we are delving into the implications of the passing of Question 4 from the 
November 8, 2016 State Elections. The first licenses could be issued on January 1, 2018 thus 
allowing Cannabis Control Commission to develop and promulgate regulations over the next 
year. Our options, as a Town, are as follows: 

• Prohibit Recreational Marijuana Stores - Town Meeting Vote 

• Limit the number of Marijuana Stores - Town Meeting Vote 

• Restrict Store Locations - Town Meeting Vote 

• Impose a Moratorium on Marijuana Stores - Town Meeting Vote 

• Detennine Controls on Home Growing 

Chairman Tavares said that the Board agrees with the Town Manager and Jonathan Beder in 
regards to the Emergency Water Connection with North Sagamore. 


7:10pm - Redbrook Presentation - ad Makepeace 

Jonathan Beder, DPW Director, came up and gave a brief history of the Redbrook project 
and how it has evolved over the years. He then introduced Tom Berkley of AD Makepeace. 

Tom Berkley, of AD Makepeace and Redbrook, came up to the podium and introduced his 
team as the following: 

• Jake Cannody - Vanasse & Associates 

• Stephen Boudreau - Vanasse & Associates 

• John Twohig - Goulston & Storrs 

Tom Berkley then gave the history of how we got to the point that we are at today, and the 
many meetings that it took to develop the traffic plans that they are presenting tonight. He 
then introduced John Twohig to give the first part of the presentation. 
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John Twohig came up to the podium and began by outlining the objective of tonight’s 
meeting and what they hoped to accomplish, which was to present the plans for the various 
intersections effected by the Redbrook development. Mr. Twohig said that the plans were a 
result of input, beginning in 2011, from the Plymouth DPW, Engineering, Abutters, 
Community, and the Planning Board. He went on to say the reason behind this was to 
improve intersections that are broken under existing conditions. 

Tom Berkley then came back up to introduce Stephen Boudreau from Vanasse & Associates 
to discuss the specific intersections and what the improvements would be as planned. 

Stephen Boudreau came up and began by identifying the intersections that were slated for 
this improvement plan as the following: 

• Bourne Road at South Elementary School 

• Halfway Pond Road and Bourne Road 

• Long Pond Road at Halfway Pond Road and Bloody Pond Road 

• Long Pond Road and Ship Pond Road 

• Clark Road and Long Pond Road 

Mr. Boudreau then went through each of the planned changes for the above intersections 
with improvements such as widening, traffic signals, flush cobble stone medians, bike lanes, 
crosswalk, and grade changes to improve visibility at each intersection. He also showed how 
each improvement increased the level of service they gave to these intersections, which he 
explained was the time it takes to navigate through them. 

Anthony Provenzano asked if the level of service was based on the current traffic conditions 
or the projected traffic conditions yet to come, to which Mr. Boudreau said they are based on 
traffic as it is today. 

Sean Page asked how much of these intersections will impact private property and the cutting 
down of trees and vegetation, to which Mr. Boudreau said, as of right now these plan 
encompass land within the Town’s right of way so no private land will be effected. 

Shelagh Joyce asked about the intersection at Bourne Road, Halfway Pond Road and Bloody 
Pond Road. The plans showed traffic signals being added at a later date. She expressed 
concern about the potential cost and additional disruption and asked if it would be best to just 
put the signals in at the beginning of the project. 

Mr. Boudreau replied by saying that some of the work had to be done in phases but that in 
the first phase they would be laying installing all of the conduit needed for the future signals 
so the additional work and disruption would be minimized. 

John Mahoney told Mr. Boudreau that they did a great job with the planning and the 
presentation. He then asked what the dark green shading was on Clark Road West at the 
intersection of Long Pond Road. Selectman Mahoney also asked how many catch basins 
there were in that intersection and where would that water go. 

Mr. Boudreau replied by saying it represented a rock reinforcement slope which was about 
200 to 300 feet long and about 8 feet high. Mr. Boudreau added that there were 8 catch 
basins that would drain and filter the water into an existing area to the south of Clark Road. 
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Chairman Tavares then opened it up to public comment. 

Sam Chapin came to the podium saying he lived at 30 Morgan Road. He said that AD 
Makepeace has been very good about ideas and concerns from the residents. Mr. Chapin 
added that no one is getting everything that they want but it’s a good solution. 

Steve Lyden came up next and wanted to thank AD Makepeace, as well as Jonathan Beder, 
Sid Kashi, and DPW. He said he thinks this is a good compromise. He finished by saying he 
has sat through many meetings and he’s glad that this is finally coming to an end. 

Jim Concanon came up and thanked AD Makepeace and Jonathan Beder for having meetings 
with the residents in and around these intersections. He added that he was disappointed about 
the Clark Road and Long Pond Road intersection and said it’s still a safety issue with the 
roads not lining up, and asked why this hasn’t been considered. 

Stephen Boudreau replied by saying too much private land would be impacted. 

Mr. Concanon also asked if there could be rumble strips added to keep drivers aware. He said 
he’s seen several accidents at that intersection because of the design. Maybe adding a guard 
rail in front of the house would help. 

Jonathan Beder replied by saying we will continue to work with AD Makepeace to make 
small changes as they are warranted, so there’s still time for ideas. 

Walter Morrison came up and said AD Makepeace did a great job working with the residents. 
He went on to say he lives near the Long Pond Road and Bloody Pond Road intersection and 
he’s concerned about a huge white pine and rhododendron being cut down. He said that 
Bloody Pond Residents can’t pull out onto Long Pond Road until the lights are installed. He 
also asked why there would be crosswalks added when there is no place to walk to. Finally 
Mr. Morrison asked if they could go back to the state reps and ask if we could still get the 
same financial assistance without crosswalks. 

Stephen Boudreau said that Plymouth adopted the Complete Streets Policy back in 2012 and 
as part of that policy these crosswalks must be installed. 

Tom Berkley came back up and thanked everyone for their hard work and input into this 
project. He also thanked the Board of Selectmen for allowing them to come in tonight. 

Jonathan Beder also thanked the Board and said that with the DPW’s advice we have all 
come to an agreement on these plans and we hope that you will approve them tonight. 

Sean Page said that working n public safety he sees this as a huge improvement. He added 
that he was impressed how Mr. Beder kept in contact with residents. 

Anthony Provenzano said that he sat through many meetings and is so glad to see that the 
abutter’s comments were considered. 

On a motion by Anthony Provenzano Jr and seconded by Sean Page, the Board approved the 
plans as presented above. Voted 5/0

Chairman Tavares called a five minute recess. 
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8:17pm — GREEN Care Therapeutics — Medical Marijuana Presentation 

Charles Smith Esq, Consultant and Advisor for Green Care Therapeutics, came to the 
podium to begin their presentation. 

Ken Tavares, Chainnan of the Board, interrupted Mr. Smith and told him that the Board has 
sat through a number of Medical Marijuana Presentation over the past few years and that the 
information presented to the Selectmen in their packets was lacking a lot of infonnation. He 
asked if they had a financial plan, security plan, etc. Chainnan Tavares also said that this was 
by far one of the slimmest packages that they have received for what they want to do. He 
offered them an invite back at a later date and then gave them the opportunity to go out into 
the hall and discuss how they wanted to proceed. 


8:21pm - Licenses and Administrative Notes

On a motion by Anthony Provenzano Jr and seconded by John Mahoney, the Board approved 
and executed a Temporary License Agreement with NSTAR Electric Company b/b/a 
Eversource Energy for the installation of electric transmission equipment that will service 
town-owned property at 66 Stafford Street, identified as Lot 64A on Assessor’s Map 27 
(Stafford Street Water Tank) reflecting an updating engineering plan. (Note: The Board 
approved this license agreement at its November 15, 2016 meeting, but NSTAR has since 
updated the engineering plan referenced within the agreement. This vote will approve the 
agreement with the updated engineering plan) Voted 5/0 
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On a motion by Anthony Provenzano Jr and seconded by John Mahoney, the Board approved 
a section of Mast Road to be Closed as of December 15, 2016 as recommended by 

Wildlands Trust. Voted 5/0 

On a motion by Sean Page and seconded by Anthony Provenzano Jr, the Board granted 
Exclusive Vendor Rights to the Kiwanis Club of Plymouth for a Christmas Tree Lighting 
Event known as Christmas in Historic Plymouth being held on December 2, 2016. Voted 5/0 

On a motion by Anthony Provenzano Jr and seconded by Shelagh Joce, the Board appointed 
Barry DiBlasio as the Interim Director for the Old Colony Elder Services Board. Mr. 
DiBlasio will review his status as interim Board Member upon the appointment of a new 
Council on Aging Director for the Town of Plymouth. Voted 5/0 

On a motion by Sean Page and seconded by John Mahoney, the Board re-appointed Christine 
Pratt to the Plymouth Growth and Development Corporation for a term beginning on 
December 2, 2016 and tenninating on December 1, 2021. Voted 5/0 


8:25pm — GREEN Care Therapeutics — Medical Marijuana Presentation (Continued) 

Brian Hurley, CEO of Green Care Therapeutics, came back to the podium after their 
discussing in the hall and apologized to the Board for any miscommunication and asked if 
they could schedule another date once they put together the packet that they needed. 

Chairman Tavares told them that they absolutely could come back and then listed off some of 
the infonnation that was important for the Board to have. 

Selectmen Page added that their Director of Security has no experience overseeing a medical 
marijuana facility, so he suggested that they contact Police Chief Botieri and Fire Chief 
Bradley and present their plan to them first. 


8:30pm - Sewer Update - Force Main 

Jonathan Beder, Director of Public Works, came up to the podium to present his update on 
the Sewer Force Main repair. He began by talking about the Slip-Lining and Open Cut 
Repairs saying that the Construction Piping and Paving was complete. Mr. Beder also said 
that the By-Pass pipes will remain in place through the winter as to limit disruption and 
added that the removal would take 4 to 6 weeks. He went on to say that the Exit 5 repairs 
were complete and the Bike-Path was just restored. Jonathan then showed pictures of some 
various components of the Force Main such as the Cross Connections, Air Release Valves, 
and Blow-Off Valves. Mr. Beder finished by giving an update on the Redundant Pipe as well 
as recapping the costs associated with this project. 

Selectman Sean Page told Mr. Beder that he did a great job on the presentation and asked, in 
regards to the costs does he foresee any surprises that might change that amount, and 
Jonathan answered by saying the bulk of the work is complete so there would not be any 
surprises. 

Melissa Arrighi, Town Manager, commented and said that she hoped that the By-Pass 
removal cost comes in reasonable, to which Mr. Beder said that they will not remove the By- 
Pass without a signed contract. 
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8:40PM - OBERY STREET PRESENTATION 

Melissa Arrighi, Town Manager, began her presentation by giving a history of the Obery 
Street project from conception up to today. She said the project has been in the works for 
almost 14 years. Ms. Arrighi went on to say the main purpose of this reconstruction was to 
change the road significantly and to reduce speed. She also said they wanted to make Obery 
Street a destination rather than a cut-through road. 

Ms. Arrighi then listed the main reasons for this project as the following: Congestion, 

Growth, Speed, Not Pedestrian Friendly, and Crowding. She said they are confident that the 
addition of two new round-abouts will alleviate all of these issues. One round-about will be 
in front of the Court House and Registry of Deeds and the other would be at the intersection 
of the Beth Israel Hospital and Plymouth North High School. Ms. Arrighi described how they 
came up with the concept of round-abouts as opposed to traffic signals, adding that it took 
years of working with Sid Kashi, Town Engineer for Plymouth, residents, hospital 
representatives and various other Boards and Committees. 

The Town Manager then went through the timeline from its conception in 2002 - 2003 when 
Obery Street was identified as a primary economic development site, right up to 2018 which 
is when construction is anticipated to begin. Ms. Arrighi then opened the discussion up for 
questions from the Board. 

Shelagh Joyce, Selectman, asked if the Hospital and the School were involved in the decision 
making process for the round-abouts. Ms. Joyce also expressed concern for the work being 
done while school was in session. 

Sid Kashi, Town Engineer, said that all of the local businesses were involved and were very 
supportive of the plans to improve traffic. Mr. Kashi also said that the Town will be working 
with MassDOT on the work schedule. 

Selectman Page asked why there is a need for two round-abouts so close together, to which 
Jonathan Beder replied by saying that traffic warrants them at both intersections. 

Anthony Provenzano Jr asked when there will be traffic lights installed at South Street and 
Sandwich Street to which Mr. Beder said next fall.
